MIND not specially gifted with the power of prophecy, 
/ Al upon proper investigation, can easily foresee the great 


AN © future for the ostrich industry in the States to the south- 
west of the United States extending south from the 
Nevada Mountains. Twenty years ago the African 
ostrich was unknown in America, except as viewed by the 
transient wandering through some traveling menagerie; to-day 
half a dozen large ostrich farms are in full operation in Cali- 
fornia, the largest of which contains some four hundred ostriches. 
Our view at the commencement of this article exhibits a corral 
in the South Pasadena Farm; the immense birds observed are 
merely ostrich children, having not yet arrived at that age when 
they shed their most beautiful and largest feathers. In the per- 
spective may be observed other pens—the places where mating 
ostriches are confined; the progenitors of that numerous ostrich 
population that shall one day cover the fertile mesas of California 
with ostrich life as thickly as the African ostrich in the home of 
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his race covers the veldt to-day. ‘he farmers at the Cape own 
three hundred thousand ostriches; the export value of the pro- 
duct is eight million dollars per annum, controlled by the London 
market. When the sales of California ostrich feathers—product 
fresh from nature and not injured by long sequestration in Lon- 
don warehouses—shall equal one-fourth of that amount, then the 
American market will be supplied by the American ostrich; that 
desirable period, apparently so far in the perspective, is according 
to the views of the most experienced ostrich farmer in the United 
States, merely a question of the present generation. 

The little birds represented at the end of this statement are 
not ducks; they are baby ostriches, and have just emerged, from 
the large ostrich shells in which they have been for forty-two 
days confined, into the glorious climate of California. At first 
they sit in reposeful dignity, being too weak to walk; ere many 
hours have elapsed they are nibbling the sweet alfalfa, growing 
at the rate of twelve inches a month, and destined inevitably to 
fill their proper places in the economical administration of the 
affairs of the greatest of all republics.

One very good test may here be suggested in 
regard to the black ostrich feather tips —the brighter and more 
glossy the color the more valuable the feather, for it is impossible 
to obtain a very fine gloss upon a poor quality of feather. Our 
best grades of manufacture have already obtained a reputation, 
on account of their beautiful lustre. These are obtained only 
from the plumage of the male ostriches; they are harder in tex- 
ture than all others, brilliant in appearance, and have the 
advantage of the natural curl which helps to retain them in 
proper shape for a very long time. Our lower priced goods are 
made from the feathers of both sexes; they have given very 
good satisfaction in wearing qualities, and while sold at consid- 
erably lower prices than elsewhere, have the additional merit of 
freshness and /zfe, a feature not possessed by much of the 
African merchandise that remains for months probably on sale in 
the vast London warehouses. 


OSTRICH FEATHER BOAS. 


Our boas are of a rich, glossy black, made 
of long-flued Amazon feathers of equal 
length. We use no wire or string, the boa 
consisting entirely of ostrich feathers of ex- 
cellent quality and uniform shade. The 
prices of boas depend entirely on the width 
and length, all being made of the finest 
grade ostrich feathers. We particularly 
recommend our $16, yard and a quarter, 
and $20, yard and a half, boas (as expositions of the finest that 
‘can be obtained in this branch of ostrich feather manufacture at 


these prices. ) 

We give with each boa sold a handsome aluminum pin, thus 
obviating the use of a ribbon in fastening, which is liable, in 
time, to injure the product.
